Republicans portray 
Hagel as radical who 
leans ‘far to the left’ 

Washington 

Republican senators hammered 
former GOP Sen. Chuck Hagel at 
his confirmation hearing Thursday 
on issues ranging from Israel and 
Iran to his support for a group that 
advocates the elimination of nucle- 
ar weapons. But with most Demo- 
crats in his corner, an unflustered 
Hagel seems headed for approval 
as defense secretary. 

Hagel, a former two-term sen- 
ator from Nebraska, described his 
views as mainstream and close- 
ly aligned with those of President 
Barack Obama, the Democrat who 
nominated him. But several GOP 
members of the Armed Services 
Committee sought to portray him 
as radical and unsteady. Sen. Deb 


Fischer, R-Neb., called his ideas 
“far to the left” of Obama. 

Hagel said he believes Ameri- 
ca “must engage — not retreat — 
in the world,” and insisted that his 
record is consistent on that point. 

In a tense exchange. Sen. John 
McCain, R-Ariz., pressed Hagel on 


whether he stood by his opposition 
to the decision to surge U.S. troops 
into Iraq in 2007. Hagel, who once 
called the surge the “most danger- 
ous foreign policy blunder in this 
country since Vietnam,” resist- 
ed McCain’s repeated attempts 
to solicit a “yes” or “no” answer. 


Meanwhile ... 

If confirmed, Chuck Hagel, 66, 

would be the lone Republican in 
President Barack Obama’s Cabinet, 
the first Vietnam veteran to be de- 
fense secretary and the first enlist- 
ed man to take the post. However, 
eight Republicans said they will op- 
pose Hagel’s nomination. Dan Coats 
of Indiana, who served with Hagel 
in the Senate, and Marco Rubio of 
Florida announced their opposition 
Thursday, (ap) 


“I’m not going to give you a 
‘yes’ or ‘no.’ I’ll defer that to the 
judgment of history,” said Hagel, 
adding, “I did question the surge.” 

McCain, whose vote could influ- 
ence Republicans who are on the 
fence, parried: “I think history has 
already made a judgment about 
the surge, and you’re on the wrong 
side of it.” (ap/the Washington post) 


Debt Limit Deal Clears Senate 


Washington 

Congress passed must-do legisla- 
tion Thursday to permit the gov- 
ernment to borrow hundreds of 
billions of dollars more to meet 
its obligations, averting a first- 
ever government default that had 
loomed as early as mid-February. 

The 64-34 vote in the Democrat- 
ic-controlled Senate sent the mea- 
sure to President Barack Obama, 
who has said he will sign it. The 
House passed it last week. 

The legislation would tempo- 
rarily suspend the $16.4 trillion 
limit on federal borrowing, which 
experts say would allow the gov- 
ernment to borrow about $450 bil- 
lion to meet interest payments and 
such obligations as Social Security 
benefits and government salaries.

tives last week. House Speaker John 
Boehner, R-Ohio, attached a “no bud- 
get, no pay" provision that would 
withhold pay for House and Senate 
members if the chamber in which they 
serve fails to pass a budget plan, (ap) 


The deadline for Congress to act 
again to prevent default would like- 
ly not come until August, according 
to calculations by the Bipartisan 
Policy Center, a Washington-based 
think tank. 

Without the bill, the Treasury 
Department says, the government 
would default on its obligations by 
as early as mid-February, (ap)

Ala. Boy Still Held 
Hostage in Bunker 


Law officials use a 
PVC pipe to negotiate 
with loner’ gunman 

Midland City, Ala. 

A standoff in rural Alabama went 
into a second full day as police sur- 
rounded an underground bunker 
where authorities said a retired 
truck driver was holding hostage a 
5-year-old he grabbed off a school 
bus after fatally shooting the driver. 

A normally quiet dirt road was 
teeming with activity Thursday 
around the siege that began late 
Tuesday. The boy being held was 
watching TV and getting medica- 
tion, according to state Rep. Steve 
Clouse, adding that the bunker 
had food and electricity. Negotia- 
tors have been talking to the man 
through a 4-inch-wide PVC pipe. 

The gunman, identified by 
neighbors as 65-year-old retired 


Backstory 

Authorities said Jimmy Lee 
Dykes boarded a stopped school bus 
Tuesday afternoon in Alabama and 
demanded two boys between 6 and 
8 years old. When the driver tried to 
block his way, the gunman fatally shot 
him and took a 5-year-old boy off the 
bus. Dykes had been scheduled to 
appear in court Wednesday to face a 
charge of menacing neighbors with a 
gun as they drove by his house, (ap) 


truck driver Jimmy Lee Dykes, was 
known around the neighborhood 
as an intimidating figure who once 
beat a dog to death with a lead pipe 
and patrolled his yard at night with 
a flashlight and a shotgun. 

“He doesn’t like law enforce- 
ment or the government telling 
him what to do,” said Police Chief 
James Arrington. “He’s just a loner.”

U.N. Mulls Plans to Send

BERLIN 

Farm Fire Kills 86 Camels 

A fire destroyed a camel farm in the 
Black Forest region of southwestern 
Germany, killing 86 animals and causing 
up to $2.7 million in damage, police said 
Thursday. The farm’s 73-year-old owner 
saved five of his camels but the rest were 
trapped in their stalls and died, the Dpa 
news agency reported, (ap)

Syrian Crisis Emboldens Israel 


Attack shows nation 
will engage Assad to 
limit other enemies 

Beirut 

An Israeli air attack staged in Syria 
this week may be a sign of things 
to come. 

Israeli military officials appear 
to have concluded that the risks of 
attacking Syria are worth taking 
when compared to the dangers of 
allowing sophisticated weapons 
to reach Hezbollah guerrillas in 
neighboring Lebanon. 

With Syrian President Bashar 
Assad’s grip on power weakening, 
Israeli officials fear he will soon 


lose control over his substantial 
arsenal of chemical and advanced 
weapons, which could slip into the 
hands of Hezbollah or other hostile 
groups. These concerns, combined 
with Hezbollah’s own domestic 
problems, mean further military 
action is possible. 

Tzachi Hanegbi, an incoming 
lawmaker in Prime Minister Benja- 
min Netanyahu’s Likud Party, sig- 
naled Thursday that Israel could be 
compelled to act on its own. 

“Israel finds itself, like it has 
many times in the past, facing a 
dilemma that only it knows how 
to respond to. And it could well be 
that we will reach a stage where 
we will have to make decisions,” 
Hanegbi told Israel’s Army Radio 


Vocal Response 

Syria threatened Thursday 

to retaliate for an Israeli airstrike 
Wednesday, and its ally Iran said the 
Jewish state will regret the attack. 
Syria sent a letter to the U.N. secre- 
tary-general stressing the country’s 
“right to defend itself, its territory 
and sovereignty" and holding Israel 
and its supporters accountable. The 
attack has inflamed regional ten- 
sions already running high over Syr- 
ia’s 22-month-old civil war. (ap) 


on Thursday. 

In this week’s incident, Israe- 
li warplanes conducted a rare air- 
strike inside Syria, according to 


U.S. officials who said the target 
was a convoy believed to be car- 
rying anti-aircraft weapons bound 
for Hezbollah, a Lebanese militant 
group allied with Syria and Iran. 

On Thursday, Syria threatened 
to retaliate, while Hezbollah con- 
demned the attack as “barbaric 
aggression.” Iran said the airstrike 
would have significant implica- 
tions for Israel. 

Still, Israeli officials believe that 
Assad’s position in Syria is so pre- 
carious that he cannot risk a new 
front with Israel. With an estimat- 
ed 60,000 Syrians killed in the 
civil war, Israeli officials also think 
it’s too late for Assad to rally his 
divided nation behind him. josef

Chinese Hackers 
Hit Our System, 
N.Y. Times Says 

Beijing 

Chinese hackers penetrated the 
New York Times’ computer sys- 
tems over the past four months, 
stealing reporters’ passwords and 
hunting for files, the newspaper 
reported Thursday. 

The attacks, which began in 
September, coincided with a Times 
investigation into how the family 
of Premier Wen Jiabao built a for- 
tune worth more than $2 billion. 
The report, published in October, 
embarrassed the Communist Party. 

Hackers lifted the computer 
passwords of all Times employees 
to get into the personal computers 
of 53 employees. None of the Times’ 
customer data was compromised. 

The Chinese foreign and 
defense ministries called the Times’ 
allegations baseless, (ap)

I'm freakishly good at guessing plot twists. 
(Just ask my husband how annoying it is to 
watch TV with me.) But when I walked into a 
meeting about problems with the 16 th Street 
S-bus line on Monday night, I never suspected 
what was about to go down.

Well, that’s not exactly true. 
I figured I’d hear a bunch of 
complaints from residents about 
how frustrating it is to wait for 
a bus only to see it roll right by 
because it’s crammed full of 
passengers. Apparently, that can 
happen seven or more times during 
a sipgle morning rush hour for folks 
living in the Columbia Heights/U 
Street/Dupont corridor. 

My other prediction? We’d 
hear from Jim Hamre, WMATA’s 
director of bus planning, that 
providing any more service would 


require money he simply doesn’t 
have. There are already 55 buses 
per hour ferrying passengers on 
I6th Street — it’s just that with 
20,000 riders a day, it’s the busiest 
line in the city. 

The evening started playing out 
as expected, and then suddenly, 
unlike these people standing at 
their bus stops every morning, we 
were getting somewhere. 

Several people recommended 
taking a few buses off of the 
normal route, which extends all 
the way from Silver Spring to 


downtown, and sending them off 
on a Circulator-ish spin between 
Irving and K streets. Just that 
little bit of dedicated service on 
the most crowded stretch during 
the 8 o’clock hour would improve 
things, said Kishan Putta, the 
Dupont ANC commissioner who 
organized the meeting. 

That wouldn’t 
be possible, Hamre 
explained, because 
putting in a bus 
line demands a 
designated parking 
space nearby for 
the driver to take 
breaks. No parking, 
no dice. 

At that, every ear in the 
room perked up. Earlier suggestions 
had been creative but pretty 
impractical: reconfiguring 
seats to allow for more standing 
room, stationing Metro personnel 
at each bus stop to ensure proper 
passenger flow, having drivers 
announce repeatedly, “Move to 
the back!” 

“If we got you that spot, you’ll 
get us a bus?” Putta asked. He’d 
heard correctly. With a handshake, 
he and Hamre confirmed the deal, 
and Putta promised to seek out 
suitable real estate. 

The hourlong meeting didn’t 
solve the problem. Probably the 
only issue more vexing to Putta’s 
constituents than the S buses is 
parking. (“Nobody gives up parking 
for no reason,” he admits.) And 
although so many residents want 
a bus to stop to give them a ride, 
fewer people are going to welcome 
a big, smelly bus to loiter outside 
their front door. 

But a night that I thought 
would be a dead end became a 
way forward. If all the people 
exasperated by the S bus situation 
work together on this. I’d guess the 
long waits could finally be over.

After Green Line Meltdown, Few Answers 


Metro officials review 
incident that trapped, 
stranded commuters 

Washington 

The day after a chaotic Wednesday 
evening commute on the Green 
Line, authorities were still trying 
to piece together what happened. 

Hundreds of riders were trapped 
in trains stuck underground, with 
dozens of them opting to climb out 
and enter the tunnels. 

And once the trains made it to 
the stations, there was severe crowd- 


ing and confusion as even larg- 
er numbers of passengers became 
stranded on the streets around Navy 
Yard/Ballpark, Anacostia and other 
Metro stops. 

“No safety procedures were 
given,” said Farrah Garcia, who 
ended up at the Anacostia stop after 
being stuck on a train. “People start 
panicking when they don’t hear any- 
thing for two to three hours. Metro 
can do better.” 

The headaches began short- 
ly after 5 p.m., as Metro crews 
responded to an “arcing insulator” 
outside the Anacostia station. This 
part of the third rail, which is not 


meant to conduct electricity, began 
emitting smoke. 

As a result, trains had to share 
a single track between Navy Yard 
and Southern Avenue, which caused 
delays and crowding for Green 
Line riders. 

An inconvenient and slow com- 
mute became a potentially dan- 
gerous one just after 6 p.m., when 
Green Line service was suspend- 
ed between Navy Yard and South- 
ern Avenue. 

But there were still two Green 
Line trains, each loaded with riders 
bound for Anacostia and beyond, 
sitting in the tunnel between Navy

Lewis and the Ravens have to 
decide what they want to take 
away in the 49ers’ zone-read op- 
tion. Kaepernick rushed for 181 
yards and two touchdowns vs. the 
Packers in the divisional round. 
But when the Falcons focused on 
shutting down Kaepernick in the 
NFC title game, Frank Gore and 
LaMichael James combined for 
124 yards and three scores. 


49ers CB Carlos Rogers 
vs. Ravens WR Torrey Smith 

Rogers is a solid corner, making 
the Pro Bowl last season, and is 
part of a 49ers’ defense that al- 
lowed the fourth-fewest passing 
yards a game (200.2). His task 
will be to take away the deep ball 
from Smith, who was fourth in the 
NFL in yards per catch (17.4). The 
Ravens will take their chances; 
Smith had 110 targets but just 49 
catches.

Smith was second in the NFL with 
19y2 sacks, but he hasn’t recorded 
a sack since Dec. 9.

1 Myth: You 

can’t win with 
a running QB 

From Roger Staubach to Steve 
Young, mobile quarterbacks have won titles 
before. But there’s never been anyone like 
the 49ers’ Colin Kaepernick. Despite starting 
only seven games, the second-year pro rushed 
for 415 yards during the regular season. Three 
quarterbacks who rushed for more than 400 
yards made the playoffs this season. 


2 tol>e experienced 

Only two quarterbacks have started a 
Super Bowl with fewer career starts than 
Kaepernick’snine — the New York Giants’ Jeff Hostetler 
and the Los Angeles Rams’ Vince Ferragamo. But rookie 
quarterbacks are now making an immediate impact— 
three made the playoffs this year —and the presumed 
past prerequisite of having been there before seems to 
no longer exist. 


3 Myth: The NFL is a passing 
league now 

The worst rushing team in the entire league 
has gone on to the Super Bowl three of the 
previous four seasons, including last year’s champion 
New York Giants. But the 49ers ranked fourth in 
rushing this season, and the Ravens were 11th. With 
the Super Bowl featuring Pro Bowl running backs 
Frank Gore and Ray Rice, there’s value in having a 
premiere rushing attack again. 


4 Myth: 

Defense wins 
championships 

With the 49ers’ Patrick 
Willis and the Ravens’ Ray Lewis on the 
field, defense seems to matter again 
after years of offensive dominance. But 
both teams’ offensive improvements 
may have been a bigger factor in their 
title runs. In fact, this is the worst 
Ravens defense in total yards since 
2002, and the 49ers allowed fewer 
points per game last year. 


5 My th: There’s 

parity in the NFL 

This seems to be only 
half of a myth. While the 
NFC has had 11 different Super Bowl 
representatives in 12 years, the AFC 
has sent the Patriots, Steelers, Colts 
or Ravens to 12 of the past 13 Super 
Bowls.

The Terps, whose early-sea- 
son record was inflated by weak 
opponents, have lost five of their 
past seven games, and at the mid- 
point of the ACC season are reel- 
ing from the second gut-wrench- 
ing loss delivered by Florida State. 

Maryland is 15-6 overall but just 
3-5 in the conference, the first and 
last losses coming against the Sem- 
inoles (12-8, 4-3). In both games, 
Maryland withered late after hold- 
ing significant leads. On Wednes- 
day, Florida State’s Michael Snaer 
won the game with a 3-pointer from 
the corner in the final seconds.

said. “It hurts because you invest- 
ed so much. This was one that we 
really put a lot into.

The Jan. 9 loss to Florida State 
snapped Maryland’s 13-game win- 
ning streak and provided the first 
hint of vulnerability. 

The Terps return home to host 
Wake Forest on Saturday. The 
Demon Deacons (10-10, 3-5) are a 
middle-of-the-road ACC team but 
will likely be buoyed by their per- 
formance in a narrow loss to No. 
5 Duke earlier in the week. 


The Terps, meanwhile, must 
find a way to move beyond anoth- 
er disheartening defeat. Nearly all 
of Maryland’s impact players are 
underclassmen, so veteran leader- 
ship is difficult to come by. Until 
Wednesday, senior James Padgett 
had played no more than nine min- 
utes in the past three games. He 
was on the court for 31 minutes 
against Florida State but managed 
just six points and three rebounds. 

“They’re down,” Padgett said 
of the young players. “We have to 
get prepared for the next play, next 
game. I think this type of game 


motivates us, shows us we can 
win big games. One possession, 
one play away from winning the 
game. I think this is a positive step.” 

But that message hadn’t yet 
sunk in for many of his team- 
mates. Another loss, another 
missed opportunity, and still no 
easy answers. 

“I don’t take anything good 
from losing,” sophomore Dez Wells 
said. “That’s all I have to say about 
it. Everyone’s pretty down. When 
you lose like that, everyone takes

When Zhi Li moved into the Silver Spring 
apartment building Solaire in July, its 295 
units were brand-new, and only about half 
of them were rented. With so few other ten- 
ants around, he had free rein to enjoy the 
complex’s amenities whenever he liked. 

The swanky 11-seat theater “was like 
an extension of [my] living room,” says Li, 
30, a Web developer. 

The Solaire has filled up since, and Li 
finds himself watching movies there less 
often: “Once there are more people, you 
feel more like staying in your apartment.” 

If you’re the kind of renter who likes 
the gym to yourself (at least temporarily), 
then you could be in luck. A near-record 
number of new apartment units opened 
in and around the District last year, and 
even more are slated for 2013 (see story 
on page R3).

Economics 

A major factor driving Washing- 
ton’s apartment market perfor- 
mance in 2013 will likely be the 
arrival of a record-setting num- 
ber of new apartment units in the 
region. 

In 2012, the region received 
more than 9,300 new units — the 
second-highest annual total on 
record. In 2013, that number is 
slated to grow to more than 15,000. 

Measured against historical 
and recent demand levels of a lit- 
tle more than 5,000 units annu- 
ally, the stage is set for movement 
toward a renter’s market this year. 

Renters should begin to notice 
a change in the relative strength 
of their bargaining position when 
they extend leases in 2013 or partic- 
ularly when they scout out specials 


being offered in a crowded field of 
newly leasing projects. 

Overall, rents for investment- 
grade apartments continued to 
edge up 1.7 percent during 2012, 
with high-end (Class A) rents ris- 
ing 1.9 percent, slowing from an 
increase of 2.4 percent during 2011. 
But we project that by the end of 
2013, rent growth will disappear 
locally, as supply outpaces demand 
across many parts of the region. 

Renters shouldn’t get their 
hopes too high, however, as this 
imbalance will likely be a tempo- 
rary one. The Washington area 
continues to be one of the best- 
performing apartment markets in 
the nation for owners and inves- 
tors. By 2016, we expect landlords 
in the Washington area apartment 
market to be back in control.

Lamb, the community man- 
ager at Trilogy (151 Q St. NE;

plans available as more of the build- 
ing opens. 

If construction will still be 
going on after you move in, ask 
about the noise level. How big a 
problem it is depends on the type 
of construction (and your noise 
tolerance). 

Trilogy allayed noise concerns 
by completing all outdoor con- 
struction before any of the build- 
ings opened. “I haven’t had a sin- 
gle complaint about [construction 
noise],” Lamb says.

Noise was not a problem, says 
property manager Pei Pei Chan, 
because the work being done on 
the upper floors, such as hanging 
pictures and moving in gym equip- 
ment, wasn’t very noisy. 

If you’re planning to sign a 
lease while a building is under 
construction, delays might be an 
issue. Your move-in date could be 
pushed back by weeks. Be sure 
your building’s managers are 
accounting for this. 

“Construction has been really 
on time, but I padded about a week 
and a half just in case,” Lamb says. 

In addition to watching a build- 
ing grow, renters sometimes have 
the pleasure of seeing a neigh- 
borhood grow. Anna Henderson, 
24, moved into Flats 130 just two 
months after it opened in 2010.

On a recent shopping trip with my 
curvy pal J., we spent a fruitless hour 
and a half in a Nordstrom dressing 
room hunting for a size 16 cocktail 
outfit. One lacy tunic flattered her 
bosom but wouldn’t quite fasten in the 
back; a little black dress that looked OK 
on the hanger screamed Reform School 
Matron on. We eventually gave up and 


left to get a glass of wine at the food 
court. But her frustration — and the 
cash she didn’t drop — stuck with me. 

After all, every chick (well, maybe not 
Fiona Apple or Demi Moore) struggles to 
find jeans that fit and bathing suits that 
give her confidence, not conniptions.

none-too-flattering moniker for plus) at 
department stores tend to be relegated 
to the Siberia of the highest floor. 
Big-name retailers (J. Crew, Banana 
Republic) only go up to size 16; some 
don’t even do that (we give you the stink 
eye, skinny-loving Zara). And curvier 
models are conspicuously missing from 
major-label print ads, though Ralph 
Lauren recently earned props for using 
Aussie plus-size babe Robyn Lawley. 

“Many designers are surrounded by 
waif-like models, and they just think of 
plus-size women as Honey Boo Boo’s 
mom,” says Arlington government 
contractor Alexis Benjamin, 31, a size 
16. “It’s like they think, T’ll design a 
checked tent!”’ 

Indeed, many fashion megawatts 
(Diane von Furstenberg, Marc Jacobs) 
don’t cut clothes for the zaftig set. And 
those with extended sizes — Michael 
Kors, Donna Karan — do little to 
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promote them. “Is it that they don’t 
want fat women associated with their 
brands?” asks Gabi Gregg of plus-size 
blog Gabifresh.com. “It’s harder to 
design and execute a line for curvier 
girls, but still.” 

“The lack of good plus options can be 
frustrating for consumers,” says Oona 
McSweeney, vice president of retail and 
special markets for fashion forecasting 
firm Stylesight. “But there are realities. 
A plus-size line requires more fabric, 
and consumers often aren’t willing to 
pay higher prices for that. It can mean 
retailers don’t want to put their money 
into plus size.” And cutting a dress for 
a size 2 and a size 22 means rethinking 
the entire garment, something some 
brands aren’t interested in. 

Still, in the past few years, a surge 
of far-beyond-skeletal celebrities 
willing to flaunt their figures (Adele, 
Rebel Wilson) and style blogs run by 
voluptuous fashionistas like Gregg do 
suggest that thin is no longer the only 
size that’s in. Online and on the street, 
heavier women are willing to take 
greater risks than in the past. 

Gregg, a size 18, famously posted an 
image of herself in a striped “fatkini” 
last spring — deep cleavage, non-skinny

legs and all. Other bloggers such as 
the Bay Area’s Tanesha Awasthi of Girl 
with Curves (Girlwithcurves.com) are 
strutting outfits that once might have 
seemed off limits for anyone besides Kate 
Moss — peplum tops and skinny jeans, 
cropped tees and full skirts. “I think it’s 
about stepping outside your comfort 
zone and not thinking, ‘That’s not for 
me because I’m curvy,”’ says Gregg. 

Some brands and entrepreneurs take 
notice of the lack of plus options and tap 
into the market’s lucrative possibilities. 
The Limited launched a plus-size line, 
Eloquii, in 2011. Late last year, 109-year- 
old retailer Lane Bryant introduced 
Lane, an upscale division within its 
plus-size stores. Monifc.com sells luxury 
styles in size 18 to 24 at its e-boutique. 
“These customers don’t want smushy, 
shapeless knits,’ says Jodi Arnold, vice 
president for design at Eloquii. “Plus- 


size women want structure, neatness 
and boldness, too.” 

But in larger sizes, there still seems 
to be a one stiletto-ed step forward, two 
frumpy Aerosole-d steps back situation. 

At The Limited in the Eashion 
Center at Pentagon City, Eloquii’s Tory 
Burch-esque print tunics are prettily 
displayed across the store from similar 
“straight”-size styles. Yet on a recent 
shopping trip to Chevy Chase with J., 
we found that Saks Fifth Avenue has 
taken its plus-size Salon Z online only, 
and Neiman Marcus yielded nothing, 
though another customer suggested we 
try Chico’s up the street. Ouch! 

It felt like a style defeat, but maybe 
soon, being plus won’t be a fashion 
minus.

cute. So cute that in the nine years since 
the “Puppy Bowl” debuted, adorable has 
become a television genre, an Internet phe- 
nomenon and a cash cow for both. Cute 
cannot be dismissed. 

And thank goodness it wasn’t in 2005, 
when Animal Planet executives green-light- 
ed a crazy idea: to film puppies playing foot- 
ball as counterprogramming to the Super 
Bowl. It may have sounded like a lark, but 
they said yes.

The water-bowl camera, cap- 
turing tiny lapping tongues and the occa- 
sional puppy falling in, has become a main- 
stay. New this year are super-high-speed 
cameras that create slow-motion shots of 
puppies running, ears flopping everywhere. 

The Internet has eaten cute like kibble 
ever since the first paws hit the AstroTurf 

“People take it more seriously than any 
of us do,” says Dan Schachner, who plays 
the referee. “I’ve gotten tweets from fans 
who were like, 'No, that wasn’t technically a 
holding call, or a face mask — he didn’t put 
the paws on that puppy’s snout.’” 

Of course, the calls and the rules 
and the playbooks are all a big joke. No

Not Enough Bite, Brains 


‘Warm Bodies’ wastes 
the inherent potential 
of a zombie/romantic 
comedy mash-up 

Film Review 

Cute without being especially clever, 
“Warm Bodies” is almost as pallid 
and as brain-dead as its zombie 
antihero (Nicholas Hoult), a flesh- 
eating, foot-dragging teenage corpse 
known as R who falls in love with a 


human named Julie (Teresa Palmer), 
despite their obvious differences. 

It’s less funny and self-aware 
than “Shaun of the Dead,” less 
swooningly romantic than “Twi- 
light” and less scary than pretty 
much anything else out there with 
zombies in it. Fans of “The Walk- 
ing Dead” can keep moving; there’s 
nothing to see here. 

This last part is true despite the 
addition of critters known as “bon- 
ies.” Essentially zombies who have 
wasted away to skeletons, they’re

^Bullet’Haslts 
Aim All Wrong 


Stallone's new entry 
in the shoot-em-up 
genre is a big misfire 

Film Review 

“Are we gonna fight, or do you plan 
on boring me to death?” 

That’s one of Sylvester Stallone’s 
signature deadpan quips in “Bullet 
to the Head,” a movie that makes 
extravagant work of doing both. A 
nasty, pulpy, occasionally risible 
advertisement for its superannu- 
ated muscle-bound star, this adap- 


tation of the graphic novel plays it 
straight when it should wink and 
careers into chaotic mayhem when 
it should go long on style. 

Directed by action veteran Wal- 
ter Hill, “Bullet to the Head” is 
the latest of a dispiriting line of 
ballistically minded misfires to 
land in theaters over the past 
several weeks. With any jus- 
tice, it will sink as rapidly into 
obscurity as its equally distaste- 
ful forebears: Mr. Stallone, meet 
“Parker,” “Jack Reacher” and 
the gun-happy goons of “Gang- 
ster Squad.” 



the film’s real bad guys, but the CGI 
animation is so stiff and, ironically, 
unlifelike that they look like ghouls 
from a third-rate video game. The 
zombies themselves look like they 
came from a Halloween party. 

The premise of “Warm Bodies” 
(based on the young adult novel by 
Isaac Marion) sounds good. Loosely 
inspired by “Romeo and Juliet” — 
R and Julie, get it? — the story cen- 
ters on the incongruity of a romance 
between mortal enemies. Julie is the 
daughter of Grigio Qohn Maikov-

ich), the leader of a group of human 
survivors of a plague that has turned 
the rest of the world into cannibal- 
istic cadavers. And R eats people. 


Fans of “The 
Walking Dead*’ 
can keep moving; 
there’s nothing to 
see here. 


After killing and eating Julie’s 
boyfriend. Perry (Dave Franco), R 
starts to take a fancy to her. Part of 
the mythology of “Warm Bodies” is 
that zombies take on the memories 
of their victims after eating their 
brains. But if that’s so, why isn’t R 
walking around with the voices of 
everyone he’s ever eaten? It doesn’t 
make much sense. 

Neither does Julie’s eventual 
attraction to R. Despite looking like 
a wino (and presumably smelling 
like a slaughterhouse), the boy gains 
favor with her, first by saving her 
life, and then by hiding her from 
his zombie friends. Never mind 
that he just killed and ate her main 
squeeze’s cerebellum like sushi. The 
movie glosses over this little detail, 
albeit unconvincingly. 

“Warm Bodies” isn’t exactly 
DOA, but its pulse is weak, michael

Kang) arrives on the scene, inves- 
tigating the murder of his partner. 
Before long the lawman and the 
outlaw are working in tandem, 
eventually crossing paths with a 
big-shot baddie (Christian Slater) 
who has a penchant for throwing 
costume parties with an absence 
of costumes. 

Things go bang and things 
go boom in “Bullet to the Head,” 
which plays like such a flounder- 
ing exercise in macho overcom- 
pensation that you almost feel 
sorry for it. Almost. 

Stallone seems determined sim- 
ply to prove that he’s still tough 
enough to rumble with all com- 
ers. “Bullet to the Head” expos- 
es that bravado for the pose that 
it is, and it’s not a good look.

I’m not sure why; I’m just impressed by a film 
that does a lot in little time, particularly when nearly 
every feature film now runs more than two hours 
(with many pushing into three-hour territory). 


I saw “Paperman,” one of the 
nominated films, at a showing of 
“Wreck-It Ralph” and was posi- 
tive it would be my favorite and 
take the Oscar. It’s a lovely, most- 
ly black-and-white film about a 
missed connection at a trolley stop 
and magical paper airplanes. Two 
other nominees, though, present 
strong challenges to “Paperman’s” 
supremacy, both in my heart and 
with the Academy. “Head Over 
Heels” and “Adam and Dog” are 
beautifully constructed and pack 
a hard punch. 

“Head Over Heels” shows how 
difficult it can be for longtime 
spouses to reconnect, when all the 
romance found in “Paperman” is 
gone; “Adam and Dog” is about 
Adam and the first pet in Eden. 

The three films, though 
different stylistically, are “Paperman,” right, 
all about the human 
(and canine) need to 
connect. Everyone in 
these films is reaching 
out — sometimes blindly, 
sometimes deliberately, some- 
times magically — for someone 
else, and the final connections 
are tremendously moving. 

Each film tackles one of 
the grandest themes in art — 

“humans need each other; what’s 
up with that?” — and does it in 
less time than it takes you to eat 
lunch. 

I often joke that people should 
go see the shorts program to up 
their chances in the office Oscar 


pool (not that it’s ever helped 
me). Really, though, you should 
go because in this trio you’ll find 
some excellent filmmaking. And 
that’s its own reward.

“Stand Up Guys” stoops to conquer, 
shuffling along at a leisurely gait, 
hoping that audiences will have the 
time and patience to catch up with 
it. Those who do will be modestly 
rewarded, mostly by the chance to 
see Christopher Walken work his 
now-reliable magic with a script 
that veers wildly in quality and tone. 

Much has been made ofWalken’s 
collaboration with co-star Al Paci- 
no in “Stand Up Guys,” and it’s true 
they have some touching moments 
as con men and best friends who 
share an eventful night on the 
scuzzy side of a nameless town. 
But the degree to which “Stand Up 
Guys” succeeds at all is completely 
dependent on Walken, who elevates 
everything around him by seem- 
ingly doing nothing at all. 

Walken plays Doc, a retiree who 
spends his days painting sunrises. 


watching cable television, watch- 
ing what he eats and waiting for 
his erstwhile partner in crime, Val 
(Pacino), to finish a 28 -year prison 
sentence for a crime they commit- 
ted together. 

As “Stand Up Guys” opens, Val 


is just being released — much the 
worse for wear. Announcing that 
he’s “ready to party,” Val urges 
Doc first to a brothel, then to a cor- 
ner drugstore, where the two men 
are soon up to their old tricks, this 
time boosting Viagra and choles- 


terol medication. 

Such is the tussle between senti- 
mentality and macho bravado that 
defines “Stand Up Guys.” In the 
tradition of last year’s “The Best

Old Men” — this is a film that both 
makes fun of old age and seeks to 
valorize it, portraying its hunched, 
gone-to-seed geezers as capable of 
dash, elan and even danger. 

“Stand Up Guys” is graced with 
some nice supporting performanc- 
es, most notably Alan Arkin, whose 
presence is pungent but all too brief 

Primarily, “Stand Up Guys” 
serves as scaffolding for Walken 
and Pacino to be Walken and Pac- 
ino together, a collaboration that 
finds both at their most scruffily 
appealing.
